Care of Your Children 

By ANGELO PATRI ' 



During the wara many children 
were taken from their accustomed 
homcs-nna-plnccd-wltJr-ln'lawa — 
erandmothcrs. and. ounts .undertook 
the care of many such children. 
Others, not so fortunate as to have 
relatives, were moved from 
home to another, Bometlmes with 
strangers who bad scant affection 
for them. Now we &\t still having 
behavior dlf;icultles with these and 
other such youngsters, 

A child's behavior Is often based 
on post experiences. A youngster 
feels secure In his home with his 
fatlier and mother. One day all this 
Is token from htm. His father is no 
longer present. His mother Is away 
all day. The home he knows, the 
familiar -things, his pet, his crib; 
his Dlftv Dinc e, all gone.' The jren-wn 



There 'Is no way of remedying 
these reactions in little children. 
They need the love and security 
they knew In their homes. When at 
length tho home is reestablished, 
perhaps with a new father, tho child 
oealn finds it difficult to adjust 
himself. 

Is he safef Will this father go 



away, too? Will mother send him 
again to strangers? Those feelings 
are-the result .ot-^hla-expetlenees^ 
This mtut be understood and treated 
with kindly understanding and 
demonstrations of affection and as- 
surance before the child can accept 
his reconditioning to home and par- 
ents. 

Sometimes the displaced child 
clings to those who cared for him 
and resents being token from them; 
ho will make things difficult for his 
mother or father by misbehaving. 
Tlio usual reaction to this Is resent- 
ment by the adults, especially a 
step-parent, who moy punish the 
youngster. That only makes a bad 
matter worse. 
If the boy who has misbehaved 
a displaced child, consider his
